In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as by providing 
one of the films is opaque and the other is translucent or the unit is shipped with the translucent 
film side as the top side of the combined packages to allow visual access to the packages.

Claims 14, 18, 29 and 30, drawn to a process for shipping two or more

separate manufacture, use and sale, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
